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administration during the second term. 
With a four-year tenure the president 
closes his first term about the time he 
is getting his duties well in hand. Mr. 
Bryan's theory would keep the white 
house filled with novices. With a six- 
year term there might be more reason 
in support of the single term argument. 
But under present conditions Mr. 
Bryan's announcement must be accepted 
as a claptrap play to the grand stand. 

Just as a lie that is half truth is more 
deceptive than a fabrication from the 
whole cloth, so a doctrine based noon a 
partial truth is more plausible and 
therefore more insidious than one based 
upon an obviously false premise. In 
this fact lies the chief danger of Bryan- 
ism. Mr. Bryan is doubtless an honest 
man who leads a blameless life. But 
his honesty is not of the severe type 
that restrains a man from putting forth 
a dictum as absolute and unchangeable 
truth before he has gone to the bottom 
of all the questions involved. 

Because he is not so frantic in man¬ 
ner as when he talked himself into the 


platform into the space of 350 words, 
less than some single planks in other 
platforms. That gives little chance for 
playing politics by confusing issues in 
a cloud of high-sounding phrases. 

This may be a rube town, but it will 
take more than the remarks of a sum¬ 
mer boarder who parades up and down 
the business street in a tea jacket to 
persuade the residents that it is so.

THE MANAGE OF BRYANISM 

If Mr. Bryan would keep his mouth 
shut through the rest of the campaign 
and merely pose as the only real cham¬ 
pion of the dear people it is ten to one 
he would make a better showing in the 
counting next November than he will 
be able to make by keeping up the flow 
of superheated air. From the time of 
his first triumphal entry into the lime¬ 
light, he has been lowering himself in 
the estimation of thoughtful people by 
running from pillar to post in search of 
new doctrines and catch phrases with 
which to tickle the public car. Hardly : 
a week passes when he does not reno¬ 
vate himself of some new theory, each 
more foolish than the last one. 

; 

One of the most puerile of these was 
his recent statement that if elected this 
time he would not again appear as a 
candidate for the presidency. His idea 
was that the duties of the presidency 
constitute such a sacred trust that no 
incumbent of the office should debase 
his position by playing politics in an 
attempt to win a second term. He does 
not, apparently, give himself or any 
other man credit for having sufficient 
strength of character to resist this 
temptation. 

Few presidents have failed to give a 
better administration in their second 
term than in their first. Mr. Bryan 
would doubtless advance this as one of j 
the chief arguments in support of his 
theory, saying that it was because they 
knew they could not again be elected 
and were untrammelled by political 
aspirations in the execution of their 
duties. This is perhaps a truth, but i 
only a partial truth. The presidency 
perhaps requires greater executive 
ability than any other position in the ! 
world. It is not a job for a novice. 
For this reason the experience gained 
during the first term must be given as 
the chief reason for any betterment in 


I nomination in 1896 Mr. Bryan is re¬ 
garded by some as being less dangerous 
than he then was. No greater mistake 
could be made. There has been little 
change except in manner, which is more 
polished and shows better poise. But 
Bryanism is a menace which no amount 
of palaver can discount and no spirit of 
over-confidence on the part of republi¬ 
cans can afford to disregard when the 
voting time comes.

Ordinance No. 64 


An Ordinance of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre declaring its intention 
to improve a portion of Grand 
View Avenue in said city of 
Sierra Madre. 

The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: — 
Sec. 1. That the public interest and 
convenience require, and that it is the 
intention of the Board of Trustees ot 
the City of Sierra Madre to order, the 
following work to be done, to-wit: — 

1st. That Grand View avenue from 
the easterly curb line of Sunnyside 
avenue on the east to the westerly curb 
line of Sierra Madre avenue on the 
west, including all intersections, (ex¬ 
cepting such portions of said street and 
intersections as arc required by law to 
be kept in order or repair by any per¬ 
son or company having railroad tracks 
Ihereon, and also excepting such por¬ 
tions as have already been graded to 
the official grade, oiled and accepted by 
said city), be graded and oiled in ac¬ 
cordance with the plans and profiles 1 
for such work on file in the office of the 
Citv Engineer of said city, and specifi¬ 
cations for the grading and oiling of 
streets on file in the office of the City 
Clerk of said city, said specifications 
being numbered 10. 

2nd. That a cement curb be con¬ 
structed along both sides of said Grand 
View avenue between the easterly curb 
line of Sunnyside avenue on the east 
and the westerly curb line of Sierra 
Madre avenue on the west, (except 
along such portions of said street where 
a cement or granite curb has been con¬ 
structed to the official line and grade 
and accepted by said city), according 
to the plans and profiles on file in the 
office of the City Engineer of said city 
for such work, and specifications for 
the construction of cement curbs on 
file in the office of the City Clerk of 
said city, said specifications being 
numbered 2. 

3rd. That a cement gutter two feet 
in width be constructed along the south 
side of Grand View avenue from the 
easterly curb line of Sierra Madre ave¬ 
nue on the west to a point 630 feet 
easterly thereof, and thence five feet in 
width to the westerly curb line of 
Sunnyside avenue on the east: and a 
cement gutter two feet in width along 
the northerly side of GrandView avenue 
from the easterly curb line of Sierra 
Madre avenue on the west to a point 
570 feet easterly thereof, and thence 
three and one-half feet in width to the 
westerly curb line of Sunnvside ave¬ 
nue on the east, (except along such 


portions of said street where a cement 
or granite gutter of said dimensions 
has been constructed to the official 
line and grade and accepted by 
said city ), in accordance with the plans 
and profiles on file in the office of the 
City Engineer of said city, and speci¬ 
fications for the construction of cement 
gutters on file in the office of the City 
Clerk of said city, said specifications 
being numbered 8. 

4th. That cement box culverts be 
constructed of the size and dimensions 
and where shown on the plans and 
profiles for said Grand View avenue, 
along and across said Grand View ave¬ 
nue between the easterly curb line of 
Sunnyside avenue on the east and the 
westerly curb line of Sierra Madre ave¬ 
nue on the west, in accordance with 
the plans and profiles for such work on 
file in the office of the City Engineer of 
said city, and according to plans of the 
numbers shown on said plans and profiles 
for the construction of cement box 
culverts, and specifications for the 
construction of cement box culverts on 
file in the office of the City Clerk of 
said city, said specifications being 
numbered 9. 

5th. That cement swales be con¬ 
structed where shown and indicated 
and of the size and dimensions shown 
on the plans and profiles for snch work, 
along and across said Grand View 
avenue between the easterly curb line 
of Sunnyside avenue on the east and 
the westerly curb line of Sierra Madre 
avenue on the west, in accordance with 
the olans and profiles for such work on 
file in the office of the City Engineer of 
said city, and specifications for the 
construction of cement swales on file in 
the office of the City Clerk of said city, 
said specifications being numbered 7. 

Sec. 2. The Street Superintendent 
shall post notices of this work, as re¬ 
quired by law, and shall cause said 
notice to be published once per week 
for two successive weeks in the “Sierra 
Madre News,’’ a weekly newspaper 
published and circulated in said city 
of Sierra Madre, and hereby designated 
for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. The City Clerk shall certify 
to the adoption of this ordinance and 
shall cause the same to be published 
once per week for two successive weeks 
in the “Sierra Madre News,” said 
newspaper hereby designated for that 
purpose, and shall post the same con¬ 
spicuously for two davs on or near the 
chamber door of the place of meeting 
of the Board of Trustees of said city, 
and thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall take effect and be in force. 

The foregoing ordinance was adopted 
at a regular meeting of the Board of j 
Trustees of the city of Sierra Madre 
held on the 23d day of July. 1908, 
by the affirmative vote of at least three 1 
trustees, to-wit:—

Krafft, Pegler and Jones.
